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POLICE ORDERED 
TO. GRAGK DOWN ON

Directive Is Issued by 
Holzhausen, Who As- 
sails Practice of Send- 
ing Children Out to 
Peddle Chances. 


St. Louis police have been or- 
dered to take action against 
church lotteries, bingo and simi- 
lar games of chance as part of 
the Police Board’s order that gam- 
bling laws must be strictly en- 
forced. 

‘Orders to crack down on church 
gambling were issued to district 


captains at a meeting Thursday 
by President William L. Holz- 
hausen, who explained he had 
been directed by the board to in- 
struct Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell to advise district com- 
manders they would be held re- 
sponsible for all gambling viola- 
tions in their districts. Similar 
instructions were issued by the 
board previously, with emphasis 
on commercial gambling. 
Children Selling Chances. 

Holzhausen said he passed on 
the order to the captains after 
being asked to make a few re- 
marks at a routine meeting of dis- 
trict commanders. Later he told 
reporters, “I’m sick and tired of 
church lotteries. Children are 
sent around the parish neighbor- 
hood to sell chances. A _ child 
about 9 years old was at my door 
recently selling chances on a 
television set.” 

Holzhausen and a fellow boerd 
member, Danie] G. Church, called 
recently on Archbishop Joseph E. 
Ritter to discuss lotteries and sim- 
flar activities in the Catholic par- 
ishes of the city. The commission- 
ers expressed apprehension, it 
was learned, that church lot- 
teries “might build up to extreme 
proportions,” and they sought the 
archbishop’s co-operation to pre- 
vent it. 

The archbishop is reported to 
have informed the police commis- 
sioners that he recently by letter 
advised pastors of their duties, 
“both to the church and the state” 
and that reference was made to 
lotteries. 

Previous Admonition. 

Previously, in 1948, the arch- 
bishop instructed pastors that “to 
urge parishioners to support ba- 
zaars and socials is neither good 
business nor good religion.” The 
letter added that such affairs 
“should hardly be depended on as 
a means of revenue for Catholic 
parishes.” 

Church lotteries have long been 
the Police Department's “hot po- 
tato.” The gambling squad, 
headed by Capt. Joseph A. Wren, 
is engaged largely in suppressing 
commercial gambling, and has left 
lesser violations, including church 
and social organization lotteries, 
to district commanders. The lat- 
ter have followed the practice of 
awaiting an official expression of 
policy on the subject by the 
Police Board, such as was passed 
on to them Thursday by Holz- 
hausen. ) 

The gambling squad several 
months ago raided an American 
Legion raffle in which two auto- 
mobiles were the principal prizes. 
A conviction was obtained against 
the promoter, who came here 
from New York to manage the 
ticket sales. A member of an- 
other patriotic organization was 
arrested in subsequent action 
against raffles, and plans for that 
drawing were abandoned.

Lawyer Cites Health in Let- 
ter to Mayor—On Board 
Since Its Founding. 


Luther Ely Smith submitted 
his resignation as a member of 
the city’s Civil Service Commis- 
sion to Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
yesterday. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Smith said he found it necessary 
to step out because of his health 


and the demands of his law prac- 
tice. He asked the Mayor to ac- 
cept his resignation immediately. 

Mayor Darst said he would ac- 
cept Smith’s resignation “in view 
of the reasons,” and added he 
has no one in mind as successor. 
The Mayor praised Smith as “an 
outstanding man in civic affairs, 
whose devotion to duty and whose 
ideals have been invaluable to the 
commission.” 

Smith, 76 years old, had served 
continuously on the commission 
since Oct. 15, 1941, when it was 
established nder the civil service 
charter amendment. He was orig- 
inally appointed by the late 
Mayor William Dee Becker, and 
was re-appointed and designated 
chairman by former Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann in 1945. 

The first president of the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial Association, Smith has 
been a tireless worker in behalf 


He is regarded as an in- 
dependent Republican politically, 
and once described himself as a

His resignation opens the way 
for Mayor Darst to name a Demo- 
crat and give his party a major- 
ity on the commission for the 
first time.

He gave the Department of Jus- 
tice five more years to renew 
‘some phases of its anti-trust pe- 


tition on the ground that “the 
‘Government is entitled to some 
relief.” 

Judge Knox noted that Alcoa’s 
lead in the aluminum industry 
has slipped somewhat. 

Nevertheless, he directed sev- 
eral moves which he said would 
sharpen competition further. 

Finally, the court refused to 
lift a 1940 ruling in which Alcoa 
was adjudged a monopoly. It was 
in line with this ruling that the 
Government sought to break up 
the big, 23-plant firm. 

Divorce of Two Firms. 

Judge Knox ordered a divorce 
between Alcoa and Aluminum, 
Ltd., a Canadian firm, and di- 
rected stockholders in both to get 
rid of their holdings in one or 
the other. 

Among joint stockholders the 
court mentioned were Arthur E. 
and Fdward Davis and six mem- 
bers of the Mellon family, who 
hold 46.43 per cent of Alcoa’s 
stock and 44.65 per cent of the 
Canadian firm’s shares. 

Knox said he wanted to make 
the Canadian company—which 
has plants in England, Canada, 
Switzerland and five other coun- 
tries—an effective competitor of 
Alcoa. 

The judge also put'a stop toe a 
system whereby the Reynolds 
Aluminum Co. and Henry J. 
Kaiser's Kaiser Aluminum & 
Chemical Corp. share their indus- 
trial improvements with Alcoa. 

Plant Purchase Permit. 

Alcoa received court permis- 
sion to buy the Government’s 
war-time built aluminum plant at 
Massena, N.Y., for a _ reported 
$5,000,000. Alcoa plans a pro- 
duction of 118,000,000 pounds a 
year at Massena. 

Judge Knox said Alcoa ac- 
counted for 60.6 per cent of the 
nation’s aluminum output in 1947 
but that the figure dropped to 
54.5 in 1949. 

Alcoa had sales of more than 
$300,000,000 last year. 

Reynolds’s output rose from 
24.8 per cent to 26.7 during the 
same period. Kaiser’s went up 
from 14.6 per cent to 18.8 per 
cent. 

Comment From Company. 

At Pittsburgh, I. W. Wilson, 
senior -vice president of Alcoa, 
said in a statement it was “grati- 
fying that the lawfulness of Al- 
coa’s position in all phases of the 
aluminum industry, has been es- 
tablished and that the existence 
of effective competition in this 
industry is recognized.” 

Concerning the Canadian Al- 
coa company, Wilson said, “ever 
since the founding of Ahkiminum 
Limited in 1928, Alcoa’s policy 
has been always to compete vig- 
orously and effectively with the 
Canadian firm.” 

At Reynolds Metals Co. head- 
quarters in Richmond, Va., a firm 
spokesman said the company 
would issue a statement as soon 
as attorneys have studied Judge 
Knox's ruling.

Nature of Irregularities. 

The irregularities complained 
of consisted of “putting individ- 
uals and families on relief with- 
out investigating their neéd, and 
not remowing them when they 
should be removed,” Tenney said. 
The matter has been under in- 
vestigation for some time, he 
added. ~ 

The State of Illinois contributes 
about 95 per cent of the funds 
used for genefal assistance. These 
funds are distributed by the town- 
ship supervisors who are ex-of- 
ficio overseers of the poor in their 
townships. 

The June allocations for the 
four townships totaled $63,656 and 
were to go to 1088 families. Ty- 
rone, which has 236 families was 
to receive $14,204; Browning, 218 
families, $12,712; Benton, 410 
families, $26115, and Denning, 224 
families, $10,625. , 

Friday Deadline. 

If the supervisors are unable to 
convince the commission by Fri- 
day that the rolls have been 
purged of all undeserving recipi- 
ents, the allocations will be sus- 
pended, throwing the relief bur- 
den on the townships. It is con- 
sidered likely that township 
boards will then ask the commis- 
sion to place its own man in 
charge of relief distribution in 
each township, a power it cannot 
exercise on its own initiative. 

Franklin county, where a large 
percentage of the coal burned in 
St. Louis is mined, long has been 
a trouble spot for the commission. 
In the percentage of its popula- 
tion on relief, it has been near 
the top of the list of [Illinois 
counties. 

Leiker said he had not lost any 
more advertisers. “I have been 
flooded with letters and telegrams 
from sympathizers in three states 
and many telephone calls have 
come in congratulating me on my 
refusal to be coerced into drop- 
ping the campaign,” he said today.

LOS ANGELES, June 3 (AP)— 
The old-fashioned magic lantern 
has been converted into a crim- 
inal detector which, although not 
yet on the market, has won its 
first case in court. 

Called the “‘Identicast,” the de- 
vice actually is a mechanical por- 
trait painter and can “paint” a 
picture of a face from a verbal 
description with amazing speed 
and accuracy. 

Its inventor, Lt. Hugh McDon- 
ald of the Los Angeles county 
sheriff’s office, believes it will be 
a major aid in tracing criminals. 

It tracked down Charles Hubler, 
29 years old, a Navy veteran con- 
victed yesterday of robbery, kid- 
naping and assault with intent to 
murder. 

A secretary, Marilyn Danson, 
23, was accosted on a dark street 
March 4, dragged into a vacant 
lot by a man and shot in the 
head. 

In the first test of the “Iden- 
ticast,” Miss Danson watched 
while several front view outlines 
of heads were flashed on a small 
screen. She selected one. 

Then, while the head outline 
remained on the screen, types of 
haircuts were superimposed the 
scalp-line. Next came the ears, 
then eyebrows, eyes, noses, mouths 
and chin lines were added. 

In each case Miss Danson chose 
the feature resembling that of her 
attacker.

“It is the first time in the his- 
tory of the world,” said a French 
government spokesman of today’s 
agreement, “that countries whose 
differences have caused so many 
wars are getting together to cre- 
ate a community of interests 
which will eliminate the causes 
of wars.” 

Meanwhile, European economic 
co-operation went forward in a 
wider sphere as ministers from 
the European Marshall plan na- 
tions authorized formulation of 
a five-year program of co-ordinat- 
ed econdmic development. 

The six nations agreeing on the 
coal-steel pool said in a joint 
communique they had “decided to 
pursue a common action of peace, 
European solidarity and economic 
and social progress” by placing 
the coal and steel production of 
their respective countries in a 
common pool under a new high 
authority. 

British Hold Aloof. 

Britain, although remaining 
aloof, agreed to being kept in- 
formed of the progress of nego- 
tiations. The British -Govern- 
ment said it neither wanted to ac- 
cept in advance nor reject in 
advance the idea behind the 
Schuman plan. It objected to the 
French request for a public dec- 
laration of approval in advance 
of actual discussions of how the 
pool will work. ° 

The French Foreign Ministry 
said, however: 

“We are happy the British Gov- 
ernment accepts the propdsition 
to be kept informed on the prog- 
ress of negotiations.” 

Some Foreign Ministry sources 
expressed belief Britain even- 
tually would join in the pool 
plan. Some informants, wise in 
the ways of Europe, said they 
thought Britain had been caught 
unprepared by Schuman’s bold 
proposal an feared France 
might seize thé leadership in Eu- 
ropean economic affairs from 
England.

Planet Pluto Found to Be Half 


As Big as Astronomers Thought, 


CHICAGO, June 3 (AP)—The 
world’s biggest telescope has 
shown that the planet Pluto is 
aply one-tenth as heavy and only 
half as big as some astronomers 
believed. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
a University of Chicago astrono- 
mer who used the 200-fnch tele- 
scope of the Mount Palomar Ob- 
servatory of the California Insti- 
tute of Technology to make his 
measurements. 

Gerard P. Kuiper, professor at 
the university's Yerkes Observa- 
tory, said that until the huge 
California telescope was put in 
operation, no instrument was pow- 
erful enough to measure the 
planet. 

Kuiper, the first visiting astron- 


omer to make measurements with

WELLINGTON, June 3 (UP)— 
A frog believed to be a living 
example of the granddaddy of all 
frogs is hopping around an island 
in the New Zealand archipelago, 

The supposed liopelma jamil- 
toni, common ancestor of all frog 
types, was discovered on St. Ste- 
phen'sisland by W. H. Dawhb, zo- 
ology lecturer at Victoria Univer- 
sity. 

It is the first of the type re- 
ported in more than 25 years. 
Dawb has confined the frog to a 


heavily-protected area on the 
island. ° 

The frog has four toes on each 
of its front feet, five toes on the 
hind feet and no trace of web- 
bing. It probably develops from 
an egg instead of going through a 
tadpole stage. 

It has traces of tail muscles 
lacking in other frogs and traces 
of ribs in the abdomen similar to 
those found in extinct amphibi- 
ans. It is a rich golden color, 
with black markings.

27 Days for Rent Control 


Nobody can expect rent controls to be con- 
tinued indefinitely, but the present law has only 
27 days to go. Certainly rent control should be 
extended well beyond June 30. Thirty million 
people are depending on it. 

As matters stand, the House is not expected 
to act on an extension bill until June 12 or 
later. The Senate Banking Committee has just 
approved a bill similar to the House measure 
yet the Senate may do nothing further until 
the House acts. So there will be a nip-and-tuck 
match between the welfare of many citizens and 
congressional procrastination. 

In case Congress should not act, Gov. Steven- 
son has warned Illinois legislators to stand by 
for a possible emergency session to enact state 
rent controls. Missouri citizens know that Gov. 
Smith has shown no comparable concern for 
tenants in this state. And nobody can predict 
what Congress will do. 

Bills now before Congress ‘would extend fed- 


‘eral controls until Dec. 31, and for six months 


thereafter in cities whose governments request 
an extension. This is an admitted compromise, 
but at least it would permit some ceiling on 
rents where ceilings are still needed. The real 
estate lobby, opposing even a compromise, has 
not been able to disprove the fact of the housing 
shortage. 

One argument of the landlords’ lobby is that 
the control law prevents fair rentals. The 
answer is that the law permits an equitable 
profit. The St. Louis area rent office reports 
that it allowed 87 per cent of the requests for 
rent increases last month. The increases aver- 
aged $5.75 a month on 1316 dwelling units. 

The lobby also contends that rent control] is 
not necessary, noting that by June 30, 10 states 
will already have abandoned federal controls. 
The answer is that federal controls still protect 
at least 29,000,000 tenants, and 63 of the 92 
cities with populations above 100,000 today re- 
main under federal rent control. 

It is in these larger cities where the housing 
shortage remains severe, and where rentals 
would be subject to a fast spiral upward if con- 
trols were suddenly removed. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics states that in cities which 
already have de-controlled rents, the increases 


ranged from 16 per cent in Salt Lake City to 
40 par een te Houston. 


Any new rent law, like the present one, should 
permit gradual abandonment of controls where 
localities find them unnecessary. Any new law, 
like the present one, should permit rent in- 
creases required to uphold the iandlord’s invest- 
ment.

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Omens in California 

Those not yet dreaming of retirement some- 
times think of California as distant, romantic, 
almost un-American, pcpulated by pensioners 
and starlets.

Just now, for example, James Roosevelt and 
Gov. Earl Warren are in the last days of their 
appeal for primary votes. In spite of Califor- 
nia’s cross-filing system, they are respectively 
the chief contenders for the Democratic and 
Republican gubernatorial nominations. 


Insofar as anybody named Roosevelt can do 
so, the eldest son of the late President has been 
trying to. stick to state issues. But it seems that 
Californians are regarding him in a larger frame. 
And Warren’s name, too, has broad overtones. 
National issues have cropped up in the guber- 
natorial campaigning. And, of course, they are 
the chief themes ‘of the senatorial races. These 
seem to boil down to the question of whether 
Representative Helen Gahagan Douglas or Man- 
chester Boddy, Los Angeles editor, should run 
against Republican Representative Richard Nixon 
in November. : | 

Mrs. Douglas is an unreconstructed New Deal- 
er. Boddy, a tenderfoot office-hunter, is ap- 
pealing to more “conservative” Democrats. This 
variety is said to be particularly numerous in 
the northern part of the state where many of 
them are expected to mark their gubernatorial 
ballots for Warren rather than Roosevelt. This 
faction of California Democrats can hardly be 
said to duplicate the Dixiecrats. Still, the ef- 
fect is much the same. If the party cannot close 
ranks at least in November, the Republicans can 
cut down their worrying quite a bit. 

On the other hand, if party splits are sutured, 
a Roosevelt-Warren contest and especially a

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Four Years, Four Postponements 

Four years ago St. Louis adopted a new fire 
safety code for hotels. This code becomes ef- 
fective July 1, yet only 58 of 145 major hotels 
here are close to compliance. 

The blame for this open disregard for pub- 
lic safety lies first with the 87 hotels which 
have not even tried to comply with the require- 
ments. But blame also lies with the Board of 
Aldermen, which four times has extended the 
effective date of the code, until hotel manage- 
ments came to depend on such reprieves. 

Building Commissioner A. H. Baum says that 
on July 1, his office will begin to report non- 
compliance. Hotels which fail to comply will

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Candidate for a Veto 

If President Truman backs the anti-trust laws 
as faithfully as he says he does, he will veto 
the basing-point bill@passed by the Senate. 

This bill, previously passed by the House, is 
an attempt to modify the effect of decisions by 
the Supreme Court and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. Agitation for it began immediately 
after the court, in April 1948, sustained an FTC 
finding that the basing-point system of setting 
prices in the cement industry violated the anti- 
trust laws. 

Cement producers, like the producers of steel 
and other basic products, had long used the 
basing-point system, under which prices are 
established by quoting a base price in a certain 
city, and adding the rail freight charges to the 
point of delivery. Prices were so fixed whether 
or not the cement was actually produced at the 
basing point, and whether or not it was actually 
shipped by rail. 

There is nothing wrong with this kind of 
pricing when it is done by an individual pro- 
ducer. But when several producers adopt the 
same prices at the basing point, and add the 
same freight charges, you*have a mechanism for 
fixing identical prices everywhere in the coun- 
trv, and so for stifling price competition. 

The bill to legalize basing points passed, we 
suspect, because many Senators were persuaded 
that it would not legalize the use of basing 
points to destroy price competition. It con- 
tained language which supposedly permits their 
use only by individual, competitive producers. 

Senators Douglas of Illinois and Kefauver of 
Tennessee proved, however, that these “safe- 
guards” were not as real as they seemed. And 
they showed that if the congressional purpose 
was actually to legalize only the non-collusive 
use of basing points, then no legislation was 
necessary. 

The Supreme Court and the FTC have not, in 
fact, outlawed the basing point system except 
where it is collusively used to stifle price com- 
petition. Since that is where the law how 
stands, there is no need for a new law to say so. 
The principal result of new legislation would 
probably be another generation of litigation, 
during which the basing point system would go 
right on rolling along. 

President Truman should use his veto power 
to insure that the unmistakable intent of Con- 
gress is expressed. Senators Douglas and Ke- 
fauver have proved, we think, that the basing 
point bill would drastically modify the anti- 
trust laws; yet it is passed on the assumption 
that this would not be the result. A _ veto 
would require Congress, if it wished to change 
the anti-trust laws, to do so openly and frankly 
and with full awareness of the consequences. 
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What Causes the Delay? 


Today's Mirror of Public Opinion presents 
a statement by Senator Knowland in behalf of 
the admission of Hawaii as a state. The Califor- 
nia Republican does not go into all the argu- 
ments but‘ he makes effectively several of the 
most important.. Particularly does he dispose 
of the objection that there are some Commu- 
nists in Hawaii. So, says Senator Knowland, 
are there Communists in other places. Then he 
registers the strong point that statehood would 
better fortify Hawaii in dealing with what is 
not a local but a world-wide problem. 

Much that is said in behalf of statehood for 
Hawaii also holds for Alaska. Bills to admit 
both territories are now in the Senate Commit- 
tee on Interior and Insular Affairs, headed by 
Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming. They should 
not be caught in the session-cnd jam. Since Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike are pledged by 
their 1948 platforms to admit Alaska and Hawaii 
why not send the bills to President Truman? 
Since he has recommended passage repeatedly, 
what holds them back? 
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Scientists vs. the Censors 

The Atomic Energy Commission’s censorship 
of a magazine article on the hydrogen bomb is 
still reverberating in scientific circles. The Bul- 
letin of the Atomic Scientists, announcing that 
it will decline to submit nontechnical material 
for the AEC’s approval, makes this valid point: 

With the same right with which the AEC 
can ask its scientists to be cautious in their 
public statements, scientists can and must 
ask the AEC to be cautious in the exercise 
of the broad powers vested in it by the 

Atomic Energy Act. 

This is not a dispute over the release of 
classified, or officially secret, information. Scien- 
tists agree that such data should be published 
only by the proper’ authorities. Their record 
in keeping official secrets has been good. 

But the AEC goes further. It would ban 
“release of technical information which even 
though itself unclassified may be interpreted... 
as reflecting the Commission’s program with 
respect to thermo-nuclear weapons.” 

So broad is the directive that a _ scientist, 
to be perfectly safe, might feel compelled to 
keep his mouth shut on the whole subject of 
the hydrogen bomb. 

It is not in the national interest that nuclear 
scientists be silenced in the discussion of crucial 
issues of political or military policy, including 


‘the H-bomb. It is not in the national interest, 


as the Bulletin says, 

e that our scientists should become technical 
specialists working on assigned topics with- 
out interest in the implications of their 
work for the future of the nation, and 
without any feeling of obligation to take 
part in the formation of national policy in 
the field where their contribution to demo- 
cratic processes could be most valuable. 


Let the AEC remember that scientists are 
people, and that a thriving democracy, demands 
the widest possible discussion by all segments 
of the people. 
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A Grand Jury Reports 

No commercialized gambling in Madison coun- 
ty. That was the grand jury’s report at 
Edwardsville to the Circuit Court. But the 
grand jury could take no credit for Madison 
county. It could not commend a previous grand 
jury for having acted in the public interést in 
putting the spotlight on flagrant law violations. 
It could not commend county officials for do- 
ing their duty in enforcing the law. It had 
no choice but to give credit to Gov. Stevenson 
and Attorney General Elliott.. The grand jury 
was forced, in other words, to admit that local 
law and order had broken down and that state 
authority at Springfield had to step in and re- 
deem the situation. 

But the admission is wholeseme,in itself. May 
it be all the warning Madison county needs for 
the future.

Hawaii's claim to statehood is so over- 
whelming that it cannot in justice be 
longer delayed. 

One hundred and two years ago the 
state I have the honor to represent came 
under the American flag. Two years later 
California was admitted into the Union 
without going through the apprenticeship 
of territorial government. We have been 
the closest neighbor to Hawaii and have 
some claim.to knowing her best. 


Hawaii has been an organized terri- 
tory for a longer period than any of 
the organized terri- 
tories ultimately ad- 
mitted to statehood, 
with the single ex- 
ception of New Mex- 
ico. 

With the lone ex- 
ception of Oklaho- 
ma, it has more pop- 
ulation than any of 
the others had at the 
time of their admis- 
sion into the Union. 
Today it has more 
population than six of our states and is 
within close proximity to the totals re- 
siding in four more. In fiscal year 1947, 
Hawaii contributed in federal taxes more 
than 12 of our states. 

By official vote of her people she has 
requested admission into the Union. Cer- 
tainly no individual poll of a few hundred 
people, a part of whom remain anonymous, 
can outweigh the vote of the people. 

I am firmly convinced that Communist 
activity is a no greater problem than it 
is if many other areas of our country. Be- 
cause Hawaii happens to have some of

these termites is no valid argument for 
delaying her admission as a state. 

To the contrary, statehood will better 
fortify her people in dealing with a prob- 
lem which is not just nation-wide but is 
world-wide in character. The record of 
loyalty by the people of the Territory of 
Hawaii cannot be challenged. 


Both the Democratic and Republican 
platforms have pledged their support of 
statehood on several occasions. 

For the reasons I have outlined and 
which will be covered more fully by other 
witnesses I believe that Hawaii should be- 
come a state now, without further delay. 
However, there is another reason which 
should not be overlooked by the Congress 
or the American people. 

The free way of life is under pressure 
from the Elbe to the China’Sea. Six hun- 
dred million people are behind the Com- 
munist iron curtain as we meet here. In 
the Far East several hundred million more 
hang in the balance.

Usury and Used Automobiles 


From the Bulletin of the St.. Louis Better Business Bureau 


From all parts of the country come ex- 
amples of the extremely high carrying 
charges being imposed upon the purchas- 
ers of used automobiles. 

In some instances these charges are as 
high as 150 per cent per year. Specific 
cases from the files of the Better Business 
Bureau of St. Louis disclose rates of 75 
per cent, 94 per cent and 165 per cent. 

Fortunately, due to the active interest 
of William C. Lochmoeller, Prosecuting 
Attorney of St. Louis, there has been some 
improvement in the local situation. Mr. 
Lochmoeller has caused the arrest of sev- 
eral dealers and sales people in instances 
where the contract showed a charge of 
eae Gan S90 ee eee, 
ing the balance for a period of 12 months. 


These actions were taken under the 
usury laws. In one case, a sentence of 

days in the workhouse and a $100 fine 
was imposed. In another, a fine of $500 
resulted. 

The proposed Federal Trade Commis- 
sion rules if issued will requffe, among 
other things, a full disclosure, in writing 
to the purchaser of: 

(a) the cash delivered price, including 
specified extras; 


(b) the amount allowed in trade-in or 


down payment, or both; 
(c) the amount unpaid on the cash selling 
rice which includes item (a) less 
(b); 
(d) the cost of insurance, the coverage 
and the party or 
te whom the insurance is payable;

(e) the amount of official fees charged; 

(f) the amount of unpaid balance to be 
financed (sums of items (c), (d), and 
(e); 

(g) the finance charge; 

(h) the time balance owed by the buyer 
to seller ‘sum of item (f) and item 
(g)) the amount and number of in- 
stallments to be paid and the time 
covered. 

The rules require delivery of a copy 
of the installment sales contract to the 
purchaser, and forbid concealment of 
items charged in the contract; the leaving 
of blank spaces in the contract to be filled 
in after signing; misrepresentation as to 
insurance sales and coverage, finance 
charges, endorsements, etc.; the use of 
multiple’ charts in connection with the 
“pack”; and, the “pack” itself. 


On May 8, 1950 in Washington, the 
final hearing on the subject of automobile 
carrying charges was held. Following this 
meeting, the commission will study the 
record, and, if convinced that public wel- 
fare and fair competition warrants it, will 
issue a series of regulations concerning 
unconscionably high carrying charges in 
the financing of automobileg (mostly used) 
and the elimination of the so-called “pack” 


in these carrying ‘charges.

Charming Visit to the Lambs 


' by Regl- 
nald L. Hine. (Macmilian, 374 pgs., $3.75.

This is a book for lovers of Lamb, for 
those who find nihil alienum that bears on 
their sainted Charles. The cluttered de- 
tail, the burrs of far-fetched inference 
prick and distract the reader as he scram- 
bles through 400 quotation-studded pages. 
He finds no benefit of foetnote; for Lamb 
himself, says Mr. Hine, “most allusive in 
his allusions . . . ‘would laugh such a meth- 
od to scorn.” And what Lamb scorns, the 
author scorns. 

Yet Reginald Hine is a distinguished 
antiquarian of Hertfordshire and Hertford- 
shire was dear both actually and in re 
membrance to Charles and Mary Lamb. 
Their mother was born there; thither they 
came to visit their grandmother, house- 
keeper at Blakesware, the country estate 
Its library, 
portraits, paneling, its mood find a way 
frequently into their pages. Mackery End 
and Widford are in Hertfordshire, too. It 
will not do, then, to discard too lightly the 
findings of this most recent Hertfordshire 
antiquary. Mr. Hine is a lawyer, too, adept 
at squeezing the last inference from cir- 
cumstantial evidence, familiar with Quar- 
ter Sessions Reports and wills. His quali- 
fications for revealing new details about 
the Lambs’ Hertfordshire are many. 

His chief new material comes from two 
documents showing what Blakesware was 
actually like. This seventeenth century 
mansion which offered beauty, amplitude 
and a romantic sense of the past to the 
Lambs, was pulled down in 1822. For the 
evocative power of those great old rooms, 
one has always had, of course, the testi- 
mony of the Lambs themselves. But the 
indefatigable Mr. Hine has newly turned 
up “The Catalogue of the Valuable In- 
terior Fittings and Finishings ... (to) be 
Sold by Auction ... (in) 1822.” In this 
catalogue, the contents of the 59 rooms 
are listed, room by room. Mr. Hine, blend- 
ing the facts of the “Catalogue” with the 
many references to Blakesware in the 
Lambs’ pages, makes more graphic their 
early background and shows how it was 
transformed in their memory. 

In addition to rediscovering the mansion 
as it was on the day of the auction, he 
has found the other end of the affair, the 
account in a late seventeenth century “Day 
Booke” of the estate, of the original pur- 
chase of these furnishings. There were 
the “items of account,” he says, “evidenc- 
ing the purchase, piece by piece, of the 
elegant furniture that Charles and Mary 
—a century later—came to look upon and 
treasure as their own.” 

There are in this book a hundred other 
bits of Hertfordshire discovery and mat- 
ters, teo, that have no bearing on Hert- 


fordshire. 
Mr. Hine has a ready alibi for including

The controvorsial bill to legalize 
the so-called “basing point” price 
system was on President Tru- 
man’s desk today awaiting his de- 
cision. 

One of the President’s congres- 
sional lieutenants doubted that

because of heavy opposition to it 
from labor and consumer groups. 
However, the President has given 
no indication whether he would 
sign or veto the bill. 

The measure passed the Senate 
yesterday by a 43-to-27 roll call 
vote. Missouri’s Republican Sen- 
ators Donnell and Kem voted for 
the bill; Democratic Senators 
Lucas and Douglas of Illinois 
voted against it. 

The bill permits business firms 
to use uniform delivered rates— 
providing there is no collusion 
between competitors. 

Anti-Trust Law Amended. 

. The bill amends anti-trust laws 
to specify there is no violation 
under conditions where: 

1. Manufacturers, acting in- 
dependently, sell their goods at 
identical prices from different 
delivery points, or 

2. Absorb the freight costs in 
their price quotations to meet 

“in good faith,” an equally low 
price of a competitor. 

The legislation also would al- 
low sellers to discriminate among 
their customers, providing they 
can show that such action was 
taken “in good faith” in order to 
meet a competitor’s terms. 

Senator Kefauver ‘Dem.), 
and other critics such as Sena- 
tors Douglas, Long ‘Vem.), Louis- 
jana, and Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
contended that the legislation was 
a move to knock the props out 
of the anti-trust laws and spur 
the growth of monopoly. 

‘The bill’s backers, including 
Senators O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, 
and O’Conor (Dem.), Maryland, 
said the measure.was needed to 
aid small business and to settle 
a prolonged dispute over legality 
of the basing point pricing sys- 
tem. 

In yesterday’s debate Senator 
Long said the bill would “destroy 
all these little independent mer- 
chants of America.” 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, retorted that the bill “will 
not and cannot harm small busi- 
ness or big business or any hon- 
est business man who wants to 
engage in real competition.” 

On the showdown ballot 13 
Democrats joined 30 Republicans 
in voting for the measure, while 
25 Democrats and two Wisconsin 
Republicans—Wiley and McCar- 

thy—voted against it.

How System Works. 

The controversy over the le- 
gality of freight absorption and 
uniform delivered prices stemmed 
from a 1948 supreme court de-

Language used by the court 
was interpreted as casting doubt 
on all freight absorption and uni- 
form delivered pricing. Business 
men then turned to Congress for 
clarifying legislation. 

Freight absorption and uniform 
delivered pricing are two major 
components of the basing point 
system. Under the system a firm 
sells its product at a uniform de- 
livered price to all customers 
within a given area regardless 
of difference in freight costs or 
their proximity to the “basing 
point.” : 


This point may be either the 
point of production, or one or 
more other points arbitrarily se- 
lected by the seller for freight 
computing purposes.

SPECIAL SESSION 


Declare He Is Afraid to 
Cal] Legislators Lest 
They Investigate Kill- 
ing of Binaggio.

JEFFERSON CITY, June. 3— 


Gov. Forrest Smith's refusal to 
call a special session of the Legis- 
lature to relieve the impending 
St. Louis financial crisis. was 
ériticized yesterday by 
the Missouri Republican Editorial 
Association. * 
A resolution unanimously adopt- 
ed by the association charged the 
Governor refused to summon the 
legislators back to work for fear 
they might investigate the un- 
solved gangland murder of Charles 
Binaggio, Kansas City Democratic 
leader, and involve “some even 
closer friends of the Governor.” 
Smith also was censured for 
failing to allow the General As- 
sembly to enact a law permitting 
Negroes to attend all state-sup- 
ported universities and colleges, 
and ti pass a strong state driver’s 
license law. 

Offered by Representative. 

The sharply-worded resolution 
was offered by State Representa- 
tive Meredith Garten, publisher 
of the Pierce City Leader Journal 
and a former president of the 
State association of Republican ed- 
itors and writers. 

“It is generally assumed and 
reported,” it was charged, “that 
the failure of the Governor to 
call the special session was through 
fear that the Legislature might 
investigate thoroughly the Binag- 
gio murder and other murders, 
the stranglehold the gambling and 
crime syndicate had upon the sec- 
ond largest city of our state, and 
the rackets—political and other- 
wise—that netted the political- 
crime overlords $34,500,000 a 
year.” 

Another Rebuke. 

Smith also was rebuked for “his 
failure to thoroughly investigate 
the Kansas City affair and bring 
the guilty to justice, no matter 
who they may be or hov’ close 
they might be to the Governor.” 

St. Louis is facing a serious fi- 
nancial crisis because of the ex- 
piration July 17 of its statutory 
authority to levy an éarnings tax, 
which provides $7,000,000 a year 
in vital municipal revenues. The 
Governor twice refused flatly to 
calla special session to consider 
continuation of the city’s right to 
collect. the tax, despite repeated 
urgent pleas of city officials and 
others. 

Demands also have been made 
on the Governor to submit the 
Negro education legislation and a 
strong driver's license bill to a 
special ‘session. Both of these 
measures failed to pass during the 
regular session of the 1949 Gen- 
eral Assembly.

IT’S ASKING A GOOD DEAL of me, Mrs. O'L., to make 
a diagnosis by mail! But many hundreds of thousands of 
other women suffer from these feelings of depression occa- 
sionally and a feeling of guilt is often present, just as you 
say. I remember Mrs. K., for instance, who hated her mother- 
in-law (and I must admit that she had’ cause to do so.) She 
became depressed at the prospect of’a visit to or from the 
mother-in-law, and this depression, we found, was mainly due 
to the guilt which she felt because of her deeper feelings of 
hostility. She could not believe it was right to hate anyone 
as she hated the older woman: and her feelings of guilt made 
her depressed. 

In other cases the thwarting of some strong desire will 
bring about a depression. There is apparently some physical 
factor involved, illustrated by the fact that most women feel 
depressed at a certain time in their monthly cycle, when their 
supply of sex hormones is temporarily low. 

* * * 

IF ONE KNEW THE CAUSE in each case, it would be 
easier to find a cure. Fortunately, such depressions tend to 
pass of their own accord; and this passing can be hastened 
by a variety of devices. It's a long story, so I have prepared 
a detailed mimeographed statement of some of the ways in 
which depression can be reduced. You or any other reader 
of this column may have a copy without cost, Mrs. O'L., by 
writing me in care of this newspaper—but please enclose a 
stamped self-addressed envelope. 

Meanwhile, remember that you'll feel better after a while! 
Avoid making any important decisions while you are in the 
trough.

IE is generally accepted as a 

man’s favorite dessert, but the 

teen-age boys often vote for a 
layer cake with gobs of frosting. 
Most of the girls are tempted by 
this also and even when they are 
thinking of those lovely figures 
they will accept a large piece, and 
maybe a second, at a graduation 
party. 

Perhaps you have your favorite 
standard cake recipe and nothing 
will taste as good to you as this. 
This may be made by the long- 
time method of creaming butter 
and sugar together, 
then milk and flour alternately. 
Or, you may have become a con- 
vert to the quick-mix method. 
Again, you may have found a cake 
mix which you like just as well. 
Either type of standard recipe or 
a mix may be varied in many 
ways. You may substitute brown 
for white sugar, you may add 
spices or you may replace the va- 
nilla with grated orange or lemon 
rind. You may use half vanilla 
and half almond extract. 

if you choose a white frosting, 
either a “boiled” or a double boil- 
er frosting is preferable. There 
are, however, very good uncooked 
chocolate frostings, and I like the 
one of this type that has a butter- 
scotch flavor.

Bridge

Despite the fact that East's dia- 
mond bid had been overcalled by 
South with two no-trump, West 
felt that a diamond lead was bet- 
ter than a blind stab in spades 
or hearts. So he led the diamond 
nine. 

Now let's observe what actually 
happened—and later talk about 
the several points and ramifica- 
tions involved. 

East played the diamond seven 
on the first trick—he did not put 
up the queen. South had to win 
with the diamond jack (or resign 
himself to winning only one trick 
in the suit), and then, after long 
thought, he knocked out the ace 
of hearts. West returned his last 
diamond, and this time, of course, 
East overtook to be sure that 
South’s last stopper would be 
knocked out. South tried to run 
his entire heart suit, and failed; 
so his only chance was to run the 
clubs. East, however, had that 
suit under excellent control, and 
when he got in with the club 
king he rattled off the rest of his 
diamonds. 

Now for our “observations”: 

First, it is easy to see that if 
South, after winning the first 
trick with the diamond jack, had 
cleared the club suit, East could 
have been held to a grand total 
of no diamond tricks! Second, 
however, is the point that this 
possible outcome could not de- 
tract an jota from the excellence 
of East's first-trick ducking play! 
If he had put up a diamond queen 
declarer would have had to be a 
very bad player to go wrong! 
Common, elementary prudence 
would have told South to let East 
hold the first trick with his dia- 
mond queen—and after that, suc- 
cessful defense would be out of 
the question. 

Thus, East’s play had the ines- 
timable virtue of giving the enemy 
the chance to go wrong. 
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Enamel should never he 
brushed out like a paint. You 
flow it over the surface, remove 
any runs or sags at once and then 
let the enamel flow itself out so 
that it dries to a nice smooth 
surface that is free from brush 
marks. Once the enamel is on, 
don’t try to go back over it with 
the brush.
